The inf or .nation was supplied by four sources. The PA.hL.UhP 
airfield had not been occupied by an air unit up to June 1S49. 
It is believed that the aircraft observed at the airfield 
between 1 July and 11 August 1949 were only temporarily sta- 
tioned thero, probably in connection with maneuvers. According 
to the various description^ the aircraft wore of TU-2 type. 
Such aircraft have so far not been observed in the area of the 
-ecsiid <»ir Army. It is, however, possibly that planes of this 
type were also assigned t tlhO oecoud .,ir army Ju3t as they 
are found with the bomber units of the sixteenth Air .irny.
